THE FINANCIAL IIKBATK. 


The debate on the silver question be- 


tween Harvey and Horr, which is pub- 
lished in full in the Chicago Record 
and fills a page or more of that journal, 
daily, is not satisfactory to the gold 
men. Mr Harrey is by far the best in- 
formed of the two on the subject under 
discussion and the gold press admit it. 
The Boston Herald, a regular gold syn- 
dicate organ, says if the matter were 
serious it would be a subject for annoy- 
ance and regret that tbe sound money 
side should be taken by a person so 
little fitted as Mr. Horr for the discus- 
eioa of a financial question. As a 
humorous stump speaker, Mr. Horr 
has few equals and the Bepublicau 
party managers have put bis services 
into frequent requisition, but the cur- 
rency question is not a problem that 
can be settled by a joke or a humorous 
figure of speech. To have a man pat 
up in a public debate which is adver- 
tised all over the country, who, upon 
trial, shows that he cannot cope with 
bis adversary, is with the unthinking, 
to cast discredit upon the side which 
he ia defending. 


That the Boston' gold organ knows 


that Harvey has tbe best of the argu- 
ment is evident, and it tries to account 
for it upon the hypothesis th«t Mr. 
Horr is not as well-informed on the 
silver question as Mr. Harrey. -In 
that it is correct, as those who read the 
arguments in detail cannot fail to see. 
As an instance, Mr. Horr asserted that 
no cilver dollars were coined in the 
United Sates Mint between the years, 
1853 and 1873, when the dollar was sur- 
reptitiously stricken from the list of 
coins. Mr. Harvey disproved the asser- 
tion by showing from the mint statis- 
tics that 12,492 of those dollars were 
coined at the Carson mint alone in 
1S70. 


SENATOR LODGE of Massachusetts is 


in favor of the annexation of Canada, 
Cuba, Mexico and Central America to 
the United States. As Mexico ia satis- 
fied with the double standard and is 
prosperous, it has been suggested to 
Senator Lodge that he leave that conn- 
try out of the list unless the United 
States adopts free roinscp.
